1-27, specifically arguing independent claims 1 and 18 are in condition for allowance because it would not have been obvious to modify 
the device of Fonger with the device of Purdy. The Examiner disagrees, maintains the rejection as broadly as structurally claimed, and 
notes (a) that both Fonger and Purdy are concerned with configuring a catheter for measuring pressure at a distal end of a device within a
